Live Stock alatinny | 


Not one of the carcass awards at 
the last Chicago fat stock show 
went to an animal that took a prize 
when alive. 

It has been more then a quarter 
ofa century since beef cattle have 
sold as low in this country as in 
the average markets of 1887. 


The exports of live stock and 
dressed beef from Boston for the 
foreign markets last week included 
1,247 live cattle and 3,120 quarters 
of beef. 

During the first week of January 
the hogs received at Kansas City 
averaged 213 pounds in weight, | 
against 248 pounds in the same 
time last year. 


The shipments of live stock and 
dressed beef from Boston during 
the past six years amount to 311,- 
061 cattle, 120,857 sheep and 661,389 
quarters of beef. ; 

The Cincinnati Price Current 
figures that the packing for the 
season, ending March 1, will fall 
700,000 head of hogs short of the 
preceding season. 

The Iowa Homestead has an ar- 
ticle PORE. “The Duty on Im- 
ported Breeding Steers.” The duty 
should be prohibitory. We don’t} 
believe in importing a single steer 
for breeding—not one. 


Though both live cattle and 
dressed beef from the United States 
are a little higher in the English 
markets than a few weeks ago, 
dressed beef has made relatively | 
the greatest gain, occupying for 
the moment an unusually good po- 
sition. 

The number of live cattle, live 
sheep and quarters of dressed beef 
shipped from the United States 
and Canadian ports during the 
year 1887 was as follows: Cattle, 
158,840; sheep, 35,825; quarters of 
beef, 421,934. In 1886 the totals 
were 177,694 catile, 99,421 sheep, 
and 523,919 quarters of beef. 


The total receipts of live stock 
in New York during the year 1887 
included 480,016 beeves, 6,406 milch 
cows, 253,542 calves, 2,021,773 sheep 
and lambs and 1,781,512 hogs, ‘In 
1860 the recejpts for the same time 
were 226,033 beeves, 7,144 milch 
cows, 39,436 calyes, 518,750 sheep 
and lambs, and 353,918 hogs. 


The total number of races run in 
the United States in 1887 is 3,741, 
of which 121 were steeplechases 
and 71 hurdle races, leaving 3,549 
flat races. In 1886 the number was 
3,342, of which 3,146 were on the 
flat and 196 by jumpers; showing 
for 1886 an increase of 403 races on 
the flat and a decrease of 4 for 
jumpers, |

“on the 25th of March, to celebrate 
the fortieth anniversary of the wo- 
man suffrage agitation calls atten- 
tion, says an exchang’, toa pecn- 
liar movemenf. A period of forty 
years of agitation is not a long one, 
but it is sufficient to bring great re- 
sults in this-day of the world. 
The woman's stiffrage movement 
has altered its character greatly 
‘within the past ten or fifteen yeors. 
“It is not the peremptory demand 
that itonce was to put women in 
~ trowsers and jackboots, with her 
foot on the neck of the tyrant man. 
It attracts far less attention than it 
- once did, yet it is undeniable that 
~ {¢ bas made far more rapid progress 
in the past few years than ever be- 
-fore. It is probabie that the only 
thing that stands in the way of 
‘woman suffrage, at present, is wo- 
man herself. Ifthere waa any de- 
mand by alarge proportion ef the 
‘sex for the privileges of the ballot, 
there is no prospect that any oppo- 
sition could be made effective. 
There is far greater likelihood that 
the ballot will be forced upon her 
while she is unwilling to assume 
its responsibilities than that sbe 
will be denied the privilege if she 
asks it. 

But it is not to be denied that 
the movement has made substan- 
‘tial progress of late years. In many 
- of the older states, beginning witb 

Massachusetts, the women have 
been given the privilege of a vote 
{a regard to school matters. A 
number of the territories some 
years ago gave them full privileges 
of the ballot and holding office, 
and required the same attention to 
jury duty asof the men. Kansas 
last year allowed them to vute for 
municipal officers. Wisconsin bas 
adopted what is practically a con- 
stitutional amendment to the same 
effect, and during the past week 
the women of Washington Terri- 
tory have been given the right of 
suffrage. 

With this showing, itis impos- 
sible to doubt the actual progress of 
the movement. Its success and its 
' effects are aaother matter. The 
experience so far indicates that the 
system is far more successful in the 
territories than in the states. The 
experience of Washington anil 
Wyoming Territories has been 
flattering to the cause. From what- 
ever reason it may come, the influ- 
ence of the women on politics and 

government of those communities 

~ peem to have been good. It may 
possibly be due somewhat to the 
searcity of womev aud the conse- 
quent greater chivalry of the men 
in the ruder communities. How- 
ever this may be, the Kansas elec- 
tion was not an encouragement to 
_ ene who believe that women 
_ would have a refining influence on 

election methods. The campaign

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imaginable in the different milking 
qualities of cows of the same breed 
Some 
cows develop into good milkers 
from their first calves; while others 
fool along for a year or two and 
fnever do any better at last. The 
development of a cow, so far as the 
milkirg qualities are concerned, 
depends largely upon the person 
who has charge of her during the 
time she is being turned from a 
heifer to a cow. Some milkers will 
not only not develop all there is in 
a cow, but they will actually ruin 
the heifer for all time afterward. 
Some cows seem to have a much 
greater ability for holding up the 
milk than others, and they seem to 
know it when they have this power 
and glory in tantalizing the milker. 
It would seem that they have the 
milk safely stewed away in the 
uppermost recesses of their ana- 
tomy, and that they let it down in 
full payments, in large installments 
or in broken doses. The “cpen 
sesame” to this class of cows is a 
bucket of bran, and their metto 
seems to be “No feed no milk;” and 
right well do they live up te this 
motto. If you must keep such a 
cow you should prepare yourself 
with plenty of feed for her, or it is 
a foregone conclusion that you will 
get no milk. This cow frequently 
has some redeeming qualities, forg 
it is quite often the case that she 
will give you a good interest on 
the food that she so silently, yet so 
positively and so recularly de- 
mands. I have seen men lay aside 
their religion for the time being to 
vent their spleen on a cow that 
would not give down her milk 
when they were in a hurry to go to 
town or a hunting. They have 
gone so far as to accuse her of be- 
ing of uncertain parentage, and 
other things equally as elevating in 
character, but I don’t remember of 
ever seeing a cow come to terms 
and give down her milk at once 
after réceiving such a free lecture. 
I have seen her turn upon him with 
such a gentle look of wonder that 
his wrath became ungovernable, 
and he fell upon her and abused 
her physically, but “nary a milk” 
did he get by the operation, and 
missed the train to town as well as 
the other men who went hunting. 
Then egain, there are the cows that 
do not care a farthing how quickly 
they get rid of the milk, and seem 
to pour it out as soon as possible. 
This kind of a cow has many 
friends, and if any cow gets a mon- 
ument it will beshe. If you will 
trace her history you will find that 
she has been in the hands of friendly 
intelligent people during her 
youthful days, and has contracted 
good habits. If you want to sell a 
cow don’t sell this one, for her 
calves, under like treatment, will 
be as clever milkers as she is. If 
you are keeping a herd for dairy- 
ing purposes you will do well to 
keep a sharp lookout to the indi- 
vidual notions of the different 
cows you own. By this method 
you will be enabled to get together 
a herd ef cows that will be gentile, 
kind and deep milkers. It may 
take you a lifetime to do it, but 
you cannot spend a life in any way 
that you will be more proud of at 
its end, or be of more benefit to 
-the rising generation’ than this. 
Discard all cows that. develop ob- 
jectionable habits naturally; be 
sure that you do not instill into 
‘them resentful characteristics by 
ill treatment during the time they 
are changing from calves te cows, 
and you will be spared many a sea- 
son of torment that you would cer- 
tainly experience otherwise.
